Smooth prov«SB wHl not be ex- 
perienced by the board ot public 
works all along Broadway In the cn- 

forienienl of tlio swinging sign pro- 
scription, lyung Bros., druggists at 
207 Broad wap, and Warren & War- 
ren, Jewelers, at 4'03 Broadway, will 
fight the order, it is understood. 

"I shall let the board of public 
works proceed against me by war- 
rant," said ex-.Mayor .James .M. Lang. 
"Then I will flght them to the cour' 
of appeals." 

"When I was mayttr of Paducah 
and t^e hrlok street was built on 
Broadwvty iMtween riTst and Fifth 
streets- an ordinance — contract was 
drawn up by me, pruvidluK for this 
Improvcniont. It was nLKcssafy at 
the time to provide lor signs, and em- 
iiodied In this couiracl — ordinance 
»as a clause regulating signs. This 
was a restriction clause and the msr- 
chants csow under it. abldsd by It, 
luid the board of pubUc works may 
not abrogate it. 

"This ordinance provided that all 
signs be tocated a certain distance 
from the curbing, and all to Ix? 
mounted on iron poles. All sidewalk 
signs mounted on pol^ were mount- 
ed on Iror. ivoios, and within the J'e- 
iriction of the law. 

"Why, the Iward of worU-i may or- 
der away curbiug stones from the 
paveoMnts with as much <^nsistency 
as It may these signs, and the board 
of pnbUc works is merely an execu- 
tive board. Its t>ower is Used by or- 
dinance and statutes, but it hasn't 
the pow^r on iword to regulate 
signs. Only the general council may 
do this."

ment of |8^,<MM),(M)0." 

"Con.^lderlng tho proposed water 
way a.s the flrat ste;) toward the con- 
rtrnctlon of a fourlrt^n-lOni waior 
way from the great lakes to the gulf," 
the report says, "It is not necessary 
to anticipate the probable cpu of ob- 
taining and the dttBcultles attending: 
the conatruotlon of such a water way 
down the MlssiRsippl valley below Si 
Luuls." 

The board adds that It "boUcves tho 
rnnimercial Interests of tbe gri'at 
'.akea are entitled to an outlet to the 
Oulf of Mexico of as gneat a capacity 
as can be obtained at reasonable 
cost." This capacity, the report says.
